REPORT ‘OF 
The Board of Educaton. 





The Board of Education presents to citizens of Mont 
Vernon this report for the year of 1897 school work. 

We commenced our year’s work with the same teach- 
ers in school room as of the previous year with the ex- 
ception of the East school. The board were very 
fortunate in securing the services of Miss Susie Kendall 
for the year. She is an experienced teacher, having 
taught in this as well as other towns. She has been 
very faithful in her work and the scholars made good 
progress in their studies. Several advanced studies 
have been taken up, in which Miss Kendall has proven 
herself to be a most excellent instructor. 

We retained the same teacher as of last year at the 
South school, but Miss Whiting resigned at close of the 
spring term to accept a more advanced school. We re- 
eretted very much to make a change, having found 
Miss Whiting a very efficient teacher, but in the fall 
we secured the services of Miss Amy Hutchinson for 
the remainder of the year. ‘This was her first school. 
The board were well pleased with her untiring efforts 
to make so small a school interesting as well as_ benefi- 
cial to the scholars. She possesses a very sweet soprano 
voice and at the beginning of the fall term introduced 
singing into her school, commencing with the funda- 
mental rules. We feel this to be one of the things 
needful in all of our schools, but not having the money 
to purchase books, have not as yet been able to decide 
anything definite. 

Miss Buffum in the West school has done excellent 
work with the few but very bright scholars she has had 
to work with. On Sunday afternoons she has conduct- 
ed a Sabbath school for those who live too far out to 
attend church. 
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Miss Blood, the same teacher as of the previous year, 
has had charge of Center school. We have always 
found Miss Blood to be a most excellent teacher, but 
after this year’s work we prize her more than ever. 

The board in looking over the year’s work are well 
satisfied with the progress made, the thoroughness of 
the teachers and of the parents and friends’ interest 
taken in the various schools, and yet there are so: many 
essentials that must be had. 

We have introduced vertical writing into the schools, 
a system which seems to us most practical and most 
natural for the child to write. 

The examinations have been very interesting and 
given a good review of the term’s work. 

The children of the several schools united their 
efforts, and under the direction of their teachers gave a 
public entertainment at the hall, proceeds to purchase 
maps with.

On behalf of the Trustees of the public library of 
Mont Vernon the undersigned reports as follows : 

1. Immediately after last town meeting the trustees 

met and organized as follows: Rev. T. J. Lewis, chair- 
man; Ff. C. Greenwood, treasurer; G. W. Cox, secre- 
tary. . 
2. Shortly after the town made its latest appropria- 
tion, 97 new volumes were purchased and placed at the 
disposal of the residents of the town. This addition, 
with the 472 volumes previously reported, makes a total 
of 569 volumes (exclusive of 86 magazines procured by 
other means) now in the library. 

3. The library has been open every Wednesday and 
Sunday during the year. The circulation has been as 
follows : 

Number volumes taken out Wednesdays, 1,037 
4 at * Sundays, 1,370 





Total number taken out, ' 2,407 

By comparing this circulation with that of the previ- 
ous year it will be noticed that there bas been an in- 
crease of over 60 per cent. While this may indicate a 
growing interest in our public library, it must also be 
gratifying to all who have aided in any way this insti- 
tution. 3 

4. The books and property belonging to the town 
are now in good condition. 

5. The Trustees remaining on the board regret that 
by the removal of Rev. Mr. Lewis from Mont Vernon 
they have lost an efficient chairman and the library a 
firm friend. 

With full confidence that the town will make a gen- 
erous appropriation for the library for the coming year, 
this report is most respectfully submitted.
